TWIN FyU.LS - For tlircc years. Twin 
Falls High School memor Dawn Boyd 
helped student Roger Dover cope wiih 
his life over a crystal dish of candy. 

He visited her to “cool off" and 
munch on sweets when he was angry. 
She listened to his problems, followed 
him to class and telephoned him at 
home when he played hooky. 

Coping w-asn'r easy for Dover. He “ 
missed 67 days of school during his first , 

. semester. At times he smoked marijua- 
na daily and biuglarized cars until it got 
• him arrested and thrown in jail. 

These days, Dover, 19, risits Boyd as a 
changed perso.i. He has remained sober 
for 16 months, earned a general equiva- 
lency diploma from high school and 
joined the Marines. 

Idaho lawmakers are considering a 
bill this year that would cut in half the 
amount of cigarette tax revenue that 
schools receive. This money pays hir the 
mentoring program that hooked up 
Dover with Boyd. 

Dover said the state should figure out 
ways to keep Boyd’s S8-an hour job 
going. If he had tried to turn his life 
around without a mentor, he doubts he 
could have navigated the turn. 

“I wouldn’t have graduated, proba- 
bly,” he said, “I probably would have 
taken another attempt at .school and full 
down.” 

The schools and the Idaho 
Department of Juvenile Corrections 
. 'have paid for programs from a 10-cenc 
cigarette tax, enacted in 1994, They 
have split the tax money evenly, and 
both programs have lived off a surplus 
chat built up while the state figured out 
how to diwy up the tax money.

school and juvenile justice programs.

their use. This year, the district 
received S183.000 in dgareite tax 
money. 

More students who need help 
are getting it. At Robert Stuart 
Junior Hi^ School, for example, 
student referrals mushroomed 
from 48 to 127 in less than a 

semester, said Lesa Blac km cr, a 

student assistance specialist at 
the school. 

In Burley, prevention programs 
have paid off in better behavior 
and higher grades. The number 
of in-sdiool suspensions at .White 
Pine Elementary School has 
dropped from 106 a year ago to 
35 this year. Suspensions at 
Burley Junior High School, lotal- 

• ing 84 a year ago, have dropped 
to 51 this year. 

Eleven junior high school stu- 
dents took part in a cigarette ta.\- 
■ funded “companion" program, in 
which someone keeps tabs on 
; them and helps them overcome 
problems. Nine of the 11 have 
increased their grades in at least 
half of their subjects, Doggett 
said. • 

“We sec some good things hap- 
pening," Doggett said. 

But oven school officials 
acknowledge it is touglfto'gauge 
the success of prevention pro- 
grams. No one can say exactly 
t how many students have been 
kept away from using drugs and 
alcohol. 

They do know one thing: The 
demand is grooving. 

”Our school counselors are 
overwhelmed and (such 
— progams) -have-become-another- 
' avenue for all kids," said Sally 
Lcyso, a counselor at O'Leary 
. Junior Hi^ School. 

• These days, it’s popular to tar- 
get the money at younger chil- 
dren, and build a "continuum" of 
anti-subsiancc abuse education 
for all grade levels. 

At Bickel Elementary School, 
Germaine Sklavos, a cigarette- 
lax-fundcd mentor, surveys the 
playgrounds and classrooms, 


watching cliildren who seem hos- 
tile, shy, alone or anti social. 

Such children are considered 
to be at risk of having self-esteem 
problems. Sklavos takes copious 
notes on their behavior, helps 
improve their grades, teaches 
them hygiene and social skills 
and even works with families to 
show them how they can better 
“dcal'wirh'theirchildrenr 


Sklavos keeps track of six chil- 
dren this year. Tlie children have 
received her services any^vhere 
from three montlis to three years. 
Sklavos helps all children, so 
those under her wing aren’t sin- 
gled out." 

Some teachers say her class- 
room presence has helped. For 
first-grade teacher Brenda 
Harshbarger, Sklavos has offered 
a break in handling children who 
need more individual attention. 

Rather than being a continual 
voice against drugs, Sklavos 
builds students’ confidence in 
hopes they won’t turn to drugs 
later in life. 

Except when Sklavos volun- 
teers to teach Idaho’s Drug 
Education Program 2000, she 
rarely mentions drugs. It's not 
the message they need all the 
time, but the constant attempts 
to build confidence ond self- 
worth, she said. 

"It helps students develop self- 
esteem through their own suc- 
cess," Sldavos said. “To me, that 
reduces their risk of doing any 
type of drugs.” 

Some lawmakers arc wary of 
exhausting taxpayers’ patience 
- for-expensive-programs.-Rop- 
Celia Gould, R-Uuhl, said she 
encourages schools to fund ccr- 
. tain programs throu^ the com- 
munity, not with taxes. 

This isn't a good year to ask for 
state money for any agency, she 
said. 

“Basically everybody has taken 
a hit and probably quite a few 
programs won’t be funded at the 
level they have been funded at,” 
Gould said. 


Kimberly School Superinten- 
dent John Garner said it would 
be tough to tap the community to 
make up for a loss' in cigarette 
tax money. 

"Our folks are really generous 
with athletics, field trip.s, band, 
choir,” Gamer said. “My concern 
is that I hate to go to (he well too 
many times.”

raise several tiiousand dollars 
within a day, or even an hour, 
with a popular cause and the 
right contacts, said chamber 
Executive Vice President J. Kent 
Just.

KIGALI, Rwanda (AP) — A 
court in northern Rwanda sen- 
tenced to death a third Hutu con- 
victed of orchestmting the geno- 
cide in which at least 500,000 
people, mosdy Tutsis, were killed 
in 1994, Rwandan radio said 
Samrday. 

The Byumba High Court on 
Friday ordered the execution of 
Francois Bizimutima, a former 
secondary school teacher and 
chairman of the Coalition for the 
Defense of the Republic, a pro- 


Hutu group. 

Die Rvvandan penal code calls 
for execution by a firing squad. 

The court gave Bizimutima 15 
days to appeal the death sen- 
tence, the third issued by a 
Rwandan court since trials began 
in December. 

In Byumba prefecture, 25 miles 
north of Kigali, the capital, Hutu 
death squads began their killing 
campaigns immediately after a 
plane canying President Juvenal

Unable to land a job and desperate to 
leave the Mini-Cassia area, the former 
Phoenix, gang member cannot escape 
the stigma of being labeled a murderer, 
even though all charges connecting him 
to the murder of 17-year-old Wendy 
Hunter have been disnussed. 

“Honestly, I wish wc would have gone 
to trial, so a judge and jury could say, 
‘We find the defendant not guilty," 
Mines said. “I think that’s the only way 


some people would begin to believe 
me.” 

But Mines, Brian Mack and Shannah 
Reeves never got a chance to defend 
themselves against the allegations of 
Corej* Hood, who will spend at least the 
nc-xt 33 years of his life behind bars 
after pleading guilty to two counts of 
first-degree murder. 

In le^ terms, Hood's murder rictims 


Hunter and Mac Hood, his 74-year-old 
grandmother. Mines sees himself as 
anoilier victim; accused and then 
cleared in a murder case now consid- 
ered closed. 

"My life will never be the same, 
becau.se I was arrested for murder - 
first-degree murder. I was looking at. the 
death penalty," said Mines, a , Marietta, 
Ga., native, in iiis slow, Southern style.

Mines fears more for his life now thap 
when he was jailed, charged svith mur- 
der, and cold h e co uld be put to de.ith 
for a crime he didn’t commit. 

.People have threatened him with 
guns, knives and words since he was 
cleared. Mines suffered a concussion 
after he was beaten in an attack 
Wednesday niglu, and it wasn't the first 
confrontation he has had with people 
who believe he was involved in Hood’s 
killing spree.

Study to test long-term health 
of migrant agricultural workers

BURLEY - Studying the effects of a 
rural Idaho lifestyle on Hispanic 
migrants is becoming a long-term (ask 
for three university professors. 

They study’s purpose is to help health 
care providers Icom to offer “culturally 
sensitive” medical treatment, by speak- 
ing Spanish, or by better understanding 
how Hispanics receiv ed he alth care in 
their native coimny. 

Knowing how the health of fint-gener- 
ation immigrants differs from that of 
their childr^ also is a key goal 
Dorothy Castillc, an Idaho State 
University professor and medical 
anthropologist, studied the health of 
Mayan Indians in Mexico for two years. 
She is leading the ISU study, .working 


with fellow professors-Teri Hall, an 
amlutjpology professor, and Ann Oakes, 
a professor in sociology and social work. 

The researchers hope to learn if 
migrant' workers arc more apt over time 
to engage in “high-risk" behavior, such 
as alcohol and drug abuse, she said. 
Participants will be studied over a num- 
ber of years to see what circumstances 
may lead to high-risk behavior, she said. 

Castillc said she hopes the study also 
will draw attention j^o cultural differ- 
ehccsTimbng'Tirspa'mcs.'TJiffercnces” 
exist between regions of Mexico, the 
same os in the United States, she said. 
They also exist between Hispanics who 
have lived here for several years and 
newcomers.

“Shoot, shoot, shoot” is the 
advice animal photographer Walter 
•' Chandoha offers to anyone who’ ' 
wants to make a really g<^ pictUrc 
of their pet. When going for the per- 
fea piaure, the one that may win a 
prize, keep exposing film until the 

• - magicmomentiscapturedL 

Chandoha knem's. For much of his 
professional life, he has made a liv- 
ing by photographing cats and dogs 
for feature magazine articles, adver- 
tisementsond pet food packages. 

The author of four books of pot 
pictures, Chandoha is a' New 
Jersey photographer who started 
out 45 ;^ars ago taldng images of 
his own short-haired, gray cat 
named Loco. He tvon a few photo 
contests. “Ihac set me to thinking, 
this was a good way to earn 
money,” he said. “Loco was my 
model for many years.” 

Eventually throe other cats were 
added to the family — Mihgulha, 
— Buddy and-jet — each-of them — 
— becoming models for calendars, note— 
artls and feature news pictures.' 

“When I had a thousand good 
cat pictures, I ihouglit I'd done it 
all,” Chandoha said. “But cats 
have so many facets, they are so-, 
full of personality, that I could pho- 
tograph them for 20 lifetimes and 
still not coyer all the possibilities.” 
Chandoha, who is a consultant for 
the “All American” Pet Photo 
Contest, has a lot of tips for amateur 
photographers. As a professional,' he 
is not dibble to enter the contest, so 
ho offers his advice freely. 

Good composition is the basis of 
all successful photographs, said 
Chandoha, who learned how to 
compose photos by studying the 
master painters at art museums. 

• Paying attention to a clean back--- 
ground and an uncluttered fore- 
ground, and positioning the sub- 
ject within the frame are basics. 
But other simple techniques can 
make a big ifference in the pho- 
tos you take. 


: Capture 
cat on film 


“Shooting an aninial at their ^'e" 
level is more appealing,” recom- 
mended Chandoha "Mostly we are 
looking dorm at them and that is 
not the most flattering posture,- 
cspcdolly for cats. If we .see them 
head on, tlicrc is no disiortiorL From 
above, they appear to have a big 
head. You have to get down to their 
-level.” Or bring lliem up to the cam- 
era level: Chandoha has a table in 
his studio and that has twrked well 
for a straight-on portrait. 

Keep in mind Uiat animals wear 
out quickly and get bored, so 
Chandoha adriscs giving them a 
rest, and then starting again. “It is 
.best to shoot them on their sched- 
ule, not yours,” he said. “Pick a 
time when you know your pet is 
playful and aicn. Makes soft nois- 
es to get their attention. Offer 
them a toy if it is not too imrasive 
on the picture.” 

Chandoha and his wife raised six 
childr^ and occasionally, they too 

■ became a'part'of'a'pafticularly ' 
-good photograph.Thc photograph- 
-er re^ed putting a saucer of milk- 

down on the kitchen floor for a 
fuzzy kitten when his very young 
- daughter toddled into the room 
and joined the Idncn at the bowl. 

' “She put her face right in the 
bowl,” he said. “And I di^'t have a 
camera handy. I yelled to my wife 
to pick up the ba^ and I grabbed a 
camera and when my wife put her 
dmvn, she did it again. It ran in Life 
Magazine and has been reprinted a 
number of times.” 

And that brings Chandoha to a 
rule many news photographers fol- 
low: Always have your camera 
loaded with film and have it 
handy. “A precise zingerof a photo 
is a rarity,” he said. “You have to 
be prepared to shoot a lot and 
shoot often. If you try to save on 
film, it will always be the frame 
you didn’t shoot that will have the 
magic. If you quit at six frames, 

■ number seven be the one. You 
have to keep going until you get it. 
Don’t quit.”

Can my grandson get 
Social Security benefits? What 
about me? 

A. You both may be entitled 
to benefits. Social* Security 
pays survivor benefits to chil- 
dren as well as to dependent 
parents who were dependent 
on their son/daughtcr for at 
least half of their support.

Breast cancer group 
sets up men’s hotline 


CHICAGO — Tom Stern 
learned three years ago that his 
wife Sandee had been diagnosed 
with breast cancer and that she 
would need a bilateral mastecto- 
my. He had lots of questions, but 
nowhcre.togo,/ornnstvers... . 

Doctors typically include 
spouses in their discussions, but 
their focus is on treatment. 
Support groups help deal with 
the emotional fallout, but they're 
mostly designed for women, not 
men. 

"I had my own questions and it 
was frustrating,’’ said Stem, 48, a 
Chicago commodities trader. 
“There needed to be some source 
of information just for men, but 
■ no one had ever taken the ball 
and run with it.”. 

So, tviih the help of Y-Me, the 
national breast-cancer awareness 
group based in Chicago, Stern 
did just that, cre'ating the first- 
ever breast cancer hot line for 
men. 

The hot line, which has been 
operating since October, is 
staffed by eight Chicago-area 
male volunteers who have under- 
gone extensive training/or the 
job. 

In addition, tliey have all had 
firsthand experiences with their 
otvn partner’s illness, from a man 
in his 30s whose wife was diag- 
nosed shortly after the birth of 
their first child to an 80-ycar-old 
widower. 


According to .Stem, callers 
have included a man who said he 
was being blamed for his wife’s 
cancer by her family “because I 
haven’t been around enough." 
Another asked; “If I touch her, 
trill I get it?" 

Then there was the husband' 
tvhb was told by his wife: ‘Tm dis-_ 
figured. ... go find yourself a ^rl- 
friend,” 

Some men ask to be called 
back — at the office, not at home 

— because they don’t want fami- 
ly members to know they’re seek- 
ing help. 

Men feel the whole range of 
emotions — fear, anger, denial, 
guilt — but society conditions 
them to keep a stiff upper lip, 

- Stem said. - - - - 

“They may be in great pain, 
but feel like they, have to act 
strong and knowledgeable. So we 
can be there for them. ... We can 
be that ear that they may not find 
anywhere else.” 

Here’s how the hot line works: 
Incoming calls go directly to the 
national Y-Me hot line (800-221- 
2141), wliich is staffed by female 
counselors and volunteers, all 
breast-cancer survivors. If the 
caller is male, he’s asked if he 
would like to speak to another 
man, and if so. Stem or any of the 
other Chicago-area men will 
return the call. Attempts are 
made to match the caller’s demo- 
graphics — age, even profession 

— as closely as possible trith his 
volunteer.

Q. My 6-ycar-old is having diffi- 
culty learning to read, and his 
teacher — wlio teaches by what 
she calls the "whole language" 
—method — has suggested he ■ 
might have dyslexia. When I . 
asked her to explain what she 
meant, she went around in cir- 
cles, basically saying it was a 
rcading.disordcr tlut infects chil- 
dren who hate difficulty learning 
to read. He also reverses certain 
letters, which she says is a red 
flag. Can yxtu tell me what dyslex- 
b.is, what causes It and how we 
might find out whether this Ls our 
son’s problem or not? 

A. The most recent research 
indicates that dyslexia — tradi- 
tionally defined as a paradoxical 
difficulty Icanting to read despite 
adequate intelligence, motivation 
and education — reflects a defi- 
ciency in an individual's ability to 
process phonemes, which arc the 
distinct linguistic units that make 
up all spoken and written words. 

Rcsearchers'noiv understand” 
that language consist of several 
di.scrcte abihues,'cach media’ted by 
a different port of the brain. These 
abilities arc further organized wnih- 
in the brain in a hierarchy at the 
louixsi level of w'hidi is the phono- 
logical module, dedicated lo pro- 
cessing phonemes. Before tvords 
can be identified, understood and 
stored in memory', they must be 
broken down into ihcir phonetic 
units by the brain's phonological 
module. Where spoken language is 
concerned, this process occurs 
automatically because spoken lan- 
guage ability is instinctive in 
humans. But reading is another 
maitcr entirely because reading is 
anim'cndoa 

In learning to read, a child 
- nrnst first learn to associate indi- 
vidual leiicrs and combinations 
of letters with specific phonemes. 
As Dr. Sally Shayivitz, co^lirccior 
of the Yale Center for the Study 
of Learning and Attention, has 
pointed out, this requires that the 
child come to a conscious under- 
standing of the phonological 
(phonetic) structure of words. 
Dy’slcxic children have signifi- 
cant difficulty doing this. This 
impairment — w'hich exists, 
remember, at the lowest level of 
the language sj^cm — effective^' 
ly blocks the child’s ability to 
access higher levels of the Ian-

The 
cause of this processing impair- 
ment is as yet undetennined, but 
researchers agree that whereas 
dyslexia may iddmatcly piovc to

has been proven untrue. In fact, 
dyslexia affects boys and girls 
about equally, but g^ arc more 
adept at devdoping compensa- 
tions because, whereas boys 
process phonemes on only the 
left side of their brains, mrls 
.! process phoDcmcs oa.boihsidc&- 
Thcir language systems arc, in 
other wor^ more flexible; there- - 
fore, girls arc more successful ai 
"cloaking” reading dcCdi^ 

The idea that letter aim num- 
ber reversals arc diagnostic of 
dyslexia is also myth. Dyslexic 
children do not — as Fve main- 
laincd for years — "sec thin^ 
backwards.” In fact, the vised 
system isn’t at all involved in 
dyslexia, and reversals arc not 
unusual in dyslcxics and non- 
dyslcxies nlilf>> until age 8.

Tight propane 
supply, hefty 
demand fuel 
high prices

BURLEY - Jerry Konrad's parents 
started the propane dulivery business 
he now runs, 

He has never seen anything like iliis 
year’s record increase in the cosi of 
propane. Neither have his customers. 

“It’s going to hit them in their pocket- 
book," Konrad said. 

Across Idaho and the nation, propane 
prices for 14.3 million households are 
up by about 50 percent. About 60 mil- 
lion people use the byproduq of natural 
■gas and crude oil in one form or anoth- 
er, to heat homes, dry crops and worm 
buildings forlivestoclc 

While heating oil and natural gas 
prices also are well above last year's 
level, propane has been in paniodarly 
tight supply. 

Industry representatives cite many 
reasons for the price increase, including 
a July explosion at Mexico’s Cactus Gas 
propane plant, one of the largest in the 
world. As a result, Mexico became an 
importer to fill its own needs, according 
to the National Propane Gas 
As.sodation. 

Meanwhile, the costs of raw materials 
are soaring and supplies were depicted 
during the cold winter of 1995.

“Wc know we’re not making 
this for the average consumer,” 
says Brad Hopper, business 
development manger for the TI 
division making rugged laptops. 
"People arc willing to pay more 
for durability, performance and 
reliability.” 

For most rugged laptops, that 
means a price between $8,000 
and $10,000. It also comes at 
the price of more heft. A TI lap- 
top that wcighs-6.5 pounds will 
weigh II pounds once it is 
made rugged. FicldWorks mod- 
els weigh as much as 14 
pounds.

MIAMI — On the 1996 tax return, one of 
the first questions relates to dependents: their 
names, Social Security numbers and how they 
are related to the taxpayer. 

\Vithout much thought, most taxpayers list 
their children and any other dependent rela- 
tives. 

In many situations, however, various not-so- 
obvious relationships might also qualify. For 
example: 

• Unmarried cohabitants 

John lives with and fully supports his girl- 
friend, Susan, and her 3-year old daughter, 
Carol. John will not be allowed to clnirn Susan 
as a dependent if their living arrangement 
violates state or local laws. (In most jurisdic- 
tions it is still illegal for unmarried couples to 
live together.) 

Of course, we all know chat antf-coha&ita- 
tion provisions probably haven'i^^ 
enforced since 1851. Nevertheless, the IRS 
takes the rigid position that it would "frus- 
trate p ublic policy” to allow a depende ney_ 
exemption. 

■ In this example, John also supports Susan's 
daughter, Carol. Even, though she is not his 
child, he will be allowed to claim her as a 
dependent. 

• Adult children 

In most situations, when a taxpayer's chil- 


dren get married, the parents stop claiming 
them as dependents. However, parents who 
support a married son or daughter may be 
cndtlcd to an exemption, but oidy if the child 
docs not file a joint tax return with his or her 
spouse. 


Paretits tii'ho support a morried son or 
dau^iter may be entitled to an 
exemption, but only if the diild does not 
file a joint tax return sisith his or her ' 
spouse. 


The savings to the parent may be more than 
the extra tax that the married child would 
have to pay as a result of using the "married- 
separate" filing status. 

For example: The Wilsons pay over half the 
support of their 21-year-old daughter. Maty, 
who earned $2,000 in 1996. Since she was a 
_iull-timc.studenLfoc-most-oLthc-year,-tho- 
Wilsons would normally be allowed to daim 
her as a dependent, assuming that she is 
unmarried at year-end. 

However, Mary got married on Dec. 23 to 
Ralph Lawson, who had $4,000 in gross income. 

If they file a joint return, the Wilsons will not 
be allowed to daim Mary os a dependent. 


• Grandparents, grandchildren 

Grandparents may be able to daim a grand- 
child, even if the child docs not live with 
them. 

For example, Amy and David are both col- 
lege students. They arc married and have a 
small child. Amy's parents provide financial 
support, but not enough to daim cither David 
or Amy as o dependent.

Amy’s'parents could then take a deduedon.

In the case of a dependwt who is o parent 
of thc'taxpaycr, it is not necessary for the 
dependent to live in the same house.

Some costs in buying house are deiductible

Q. What costs of a home pur- 
chase arc tax deductible? Our 
closing statement Includes the 
following groups: new loan 
charges, disbursements, title and 
escrow. Also, whot types of costs 
can be added to our cost basis?' 
We have added (or will add) new 
flooring, professional landscap- 
ing and window treatments. Cw 
wc Include landscaping for work 
wc do ourselves, like planting 
flowers and trees? 

A, There arc typically three 


costs involved in a home pur- 


chase chat you moy deduct from 


your taxes, according to George 
Teats, a Santa Ana, Calif., 
occountani. 

First is the loan origination fee, 
or points. The average fee for a 


new loan is about 2 percent of 
the loan amount, thou^ it differs 
among lenders. 

If you arc purchasing a home 
for your personal use, you may 
deduct the loan origination fee 
from your taxes. 

(In a refinance loan, you must 
amortize the loan orimnadon fee 
over the life of the loan. Teats 
said. For example, if the points 
on a 30-vcor loan arc $5,000, you 
may only deduct about S1G7. a. 
year.) 

The second itepTThat you may 
deduct arc any rcakcsiatc taxes 
that you arc required to pay in 
escrow as part of the homo pur- 
chase, according to Teats. 
Typically, the buyer and the 
seller each pay a' portion of the 
annual real estate taxes, 
depending upon the date of 
sale. Your share of these 


expenses is fully deductible. 

Lastly, if you arc required to 
pay the first house payment into 
escrow, don't forget to deduct the 
mortgage interest on that pay- 
ment, Teats said. 

Other fees — for title insur- 
ance, escrow, appraisal, etc. — 
arc not deductible. 

However, you should keep a 
record of those expenses because 
they can be subtracted from the 
cost basis of your home, which 
will save you money on capital- 
gains taxes when you sell the 
home. 

This brings us to the second 
part of your question. In gener- 
al, upgrades and improvements 
to a house -- such as flooring, 
landscaping, blinds, renova- 
tions, additions — can be 
deducted from the cost basis. 
But repair and general mainte- 


nance costs may not be deduct- 
ed.

Looking ahead to next year’s filing season

WASHINGTON -Tax breaks 
effective at the start of this year 
should make next year's filing 
season a more pleasant chore for 
would-be adoptive parents, stay- 
’ at-home spouses and self- 
employed people. 

The new breaks can't be used 
-on 1996 rcrums. But knowing the 
changes in store for 1997 remms 
should help taxpayers plan their 
finances. Here’s an overview of 
what to look for 

• A $5,000 credit for both 
domestic and foreign adoption 
expenses and a $5,000 exclusion 
for employer-provided adoption 

. assistance. The amount rises to 
’ 56,000 for the domestic adop- 
tion of a child with special 
needs. 

• Full $2,000 annual contribu- 
tions to Individual Retirement 
Accounts for non-working spous- 
es. That means one-Carccr cou- 
ples can shelter a total of $4,000, 


the same as two-carcer couples.— 
Before this year, one<arccr cou- 
ples were limited to a maximum 
$2,250 contribution split between 
nvo accounts. ' 

• An increase in the 
deductibility of health insurance 
premiums paid by the self- 
employed, to 40 percent of the 
cost, up from 30 percent last ' 
year. 

• Tax-dcductiblc medical, sav- 
ings accounts for people covered 
under catastrophic health insur- 
ance policies. 

• Penalty-free IRA: with- 
drawals to pay for medical 
expenses in excess of 7.5 percent 
of adjusted gross income, plus 
penalty-free withdrawals by the 
unemployed to pay for health 
insurance. 

• A deduction for the cost of 
long-term care at home and in 
nursing facilities for the chroni- 
cally ill and for long-term care, 
insurance. 

• An exclusion for life insur- 
ance benefits collected by termi- 


nally ill people before they die. • — 
Also, Congress will be debat- 
ing a number of proposed tax 
cuts (hat could take effect next 
year. At the top of the list are a 
S500-^cr-child tax credit, a 
reduction in capital gains taxes, 
an expansion of IRAs and a cred- 
it or deduction for college 
tuition.

N A LARGE, AIRY ROOM, 
four leams of engineers work 
feverishly against a deadline on 
four separate projects.

Fourteen years ago. in a report called 
A Nation at Risk, the U.S. Detxutmeni of 
Education warned that our educational 
system was in mxible, especially in science 
and math. A few years later, the Notional 
Sdmcc Found ation (NSF) began o sc ries 
''of piogfatm tdimprove sctcnc^teoching. 
Have our .schools heard the wake-upcall? 

In many areas, I learned, .science ed- 
ucation is improving. In New York City, 
twice us many high school students tote 
.science courses as iti 1990. InVennont. 


tcachcn are giving up chunks of their 
sununers lo lcam bow to imrh science • 
belter. Nationwide, more than 50% of 
all high school students completed a 
chem^Qy course, up from 30% a dernd r 
earlier. Female enrollment in physics 
rose to 20% {just short of male enroll- 
ment). nod by 1 990,thcre was no gender 
gap in calculus or trigonometry. 

Despite ihc.se gains, however, serious 
pioblem.s remain. Though the NSF has a 
SIOO million budget to improve science 
e ducat ion prog rams, only 24 sates and 
Puerto lUco have applied for funding. And 
even irv states committed to change, like 
Vornom. creative new teaching methods 
hove reached just a handful of classrooms. 

“Standards have changed,” says Philip 
Sadler, an assistant professor at the Hor*

have more advanced calculus and sci 
ence courses than 20 years ago, but w( 
have a long way to go.” 

“Science education is still dreadful,] 
said Carl Sagan, the astrophysicist an^ 
PARADE contributing editor, shortl] 
before his death in December. “I see tm 
many schools where teachers answe 
students' questions by saying, ‘It’s i 
the book, look it up,’ instep of helpin 
them find an answer." 

What ore the consequences of ba 
teaching? Professor Sadler took a vide 
camera to a Horvoid commencement an 
asked groduoies, alumni and even som 
professors to explain the phases of th 
moon. Only two out of 23 answered co: 
reedy. In foci, 75% of Americans car 
not pass a ba.sic NSF science quiz thi 
asks questions like whether the ccnii 
of the earth is hot (it is) or if humans or 
dinosaurs lived at the same time. (Dint 
saurs were extinct for 60 million yea 
before humans arrived.) 

These lest results might simply sec: 
embarrassing. Yet they reflect concen 
that our children will not be ready for 
workplace increasingly reliant on teci 
nology. In a recent survey by the Bayi 
Foundation, 90% of corporate cxeci 
lives said science literacy is importa 
even for entry-level jobs. Most said 
will be absolutely necessary in a decad 
“People have to be able to think the 
way through the workday.” says Sant 
Dcitch, executive director of the fou 
dation. “They need the problem-sol 
ing skills you get from'scicncc." 

. Several factors have contributed to d 
problems we now face. During the Co 
War, the National Defense Educatit 
Act offered aid and scholarships to tho 
sands of aspiring scientists. But that pt 
■gram had an.unintended consequenc 
“There was a ‘best and the brighte; 
mentality," says Daryl Chubin of t 
NSF. "We supported a small number 
stuttents and left the other 85% bchinc 
Since most education funding nev 
reached schools with largely minori 
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-or-fcmaJc studem-bodies.-ihe doors to- 
sciencc careers were closed lo large 
pi^ of ihc population. “Women' and ' 
minorities, some of the best brains in 
the country, were filtered out,” says Bill ’ 
Aldridge of the National Science Teach- 
ers Association. . 

'The idea that only a ^lect few could 
learn science also nibbed off on a gener- 
ation of teachers. For years, Mary Lada- 
bouche was ofmid to teach science at 
her Vermont elementary school, not even 
, sure she understood it herself. “In col- 
-lcge,T learned you were Just supposed to 
teach a few carmed lessons, with not a lot 
of earth science orphysica] science and 
not a lot of asking questions,'' she says. 

I was down on my hands and knees 
at Brewster Pierce Elementary School 
in Huntington, Vt., when I learned that 
these old ways of teaching ore being 
replaced. All over the room, third- and 
fourth-graders in Grace Freeman's doss 
were studying the properties of light. 
Susanna and Emily, two young scien- 
tists, had set up a light box beneath a 
table and aimed itat the wall. “You see, 
If I do this, it gets bigger," said Emily, 
moving a prism closer to the light. . , 
Over several weeks, Ms. Freeman 
gradually introduced terms like “re- 
fraction" and “diffusion" to help stu- 
dents understand their discoveries. The 
method is to show what light does be- 
fore leaching terms that a 9-year-oId 
might find difficult “Kids have to be 
able to look at science as (he answer to 
-their questions about (he natural world: 
‘Why is the sky blue? How does a pen- 
dulum work?’ ” says Maura Carlson, 
co-director of one of Vermont’s NSF- 
finonced science programs. "It’s by ex- 
ploring on their own that they become 
able to understand concepts.” 

In fact, all the new science teaching 
programs 1 saw. from kindergarten 
through high school, emphasized ask- 
ing questions arid hands-on learning 
rather than memorization. Even in col- 
lege, the method seems to be paying 
off. After studying the performance of 
physics students, Harvard's Philip 
Sadler made a surprising discovery: 
“Students who did not use a physics 
textbook in high school actuaily>did 
better in college than students who did.” 
“People need to rdcognizc that the 
economy of the world has changed,” 
notes the NSFs Daryl Qiubin. "We have 
to recognize that jobs will go to the coun- 
tries that have the best-trained work- 
ers. The Cold War may be over, but we 
still have to Icam to survive.” DD

Although MBifcTwsin is probably Ama* 
lea's most faaous'outbor. most people 
have read relatively few of his 
The AdvenntKso/Huckleberry Finn, The 
Adventures of Tom Sawyer, potups Life 
an ike Mississippi and one or two otben. 
So now along coroes Oxfonl Utihet^ ness 
with (he.Oxford Mark Twabi, asetof 29 
uniform hardbound volumes containing 
facsimile reprints of Twain's writings in 
their first editions. (The set is S29S until 
Jon. 31.S39Sihereaher. Volumes also ore 
available individually, fromS16.95 to S2S.) 
This means that, along with the familiar 
masterpieces, there now is ready access 
to such works os TTte American C/<i/man/. 
What Is Man?,. Christian Science. Folr. 
lowing the Equator and Anti-Imperialist 
Essays, among otheis. Each volume comes 
with an introduction, usually quite per- 
sonal in nanire, acontemponuy author 
(such os Toni Morrison for Huck Finn) 
as well os a generally more informative 
“afierword" by a contemporary scholar. 
The editor of the Twain series is Shelley 
RshcrFishkln. 

The facsimile reprinting ofTers both an 
advantage and a drawback. It preserves 
the flavorsome illustrations ond pic- 
turesqueness of the origituls, but it dis- 
plays the typography of a century ogo, 
with print qu^ty 0^ byouts that ore quite

variable. It’s the 
contents that count, however, 
and there are delectable dis- 
coveries to be mode among the 
travel volumes, essays and 
speeches, os well as su^ trea- 
surable quips os that ascribed to 
Adam in TTie Diaries of Adam 
and Ew. "It is better to live out- 
side the Garden with her than 
inside without her." Libraries 
and collectors will want the 
whole set; onlinory folk may 
settle for individual favorites. 
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
